low and in which they can cam the 
w igo.i that 1 hey need. Tho men may as 
well make up their miucls that this is a 
solemn fact. AI< n will have to turn their 
attention nune than ever to those indus- 
tries which they alono are capable of 
pursuing. There are lots of things which 
^\ onieu cttnnot do as well as men and 
which in IT- ~ be done by tho stronger sex. 
Then, ugain, there are hordes of bach- 
elors who, if (hey vrrro to marry, <i. 
t- 


they ought to do, could very speedily 
and largely reduce tlio competition ol 
women in tho labor market.

ABUSE OP JUDICI4X POWJ5B. 


The special committee appointed to 


investigate the decisions of Judge Jen- 
kins of the United States District 
Court in the Northern Pacific oases, 
has reported to Congress. The major- 
ity of the committe find that the orders 
of the Court, reducing wages and pro- 
hibiting employes of the road from 
.quitting work, were a gross abuse of 
the power of the Court, supported by 
neither reason nor authority, and there- 
fore void. The second or supplement- 
ary writ was more reprehensible than 
the first because the Judge was advised 
before he issued it of the exact object 
and purpose sought to be accomplish- 
ed. The conclusion of the Judge that 
the employes of the Northern Pacific 
could be forced by him by writ of in- 
junctiou to protect that company 
from 
loss and 
the public 
from 


inconvenience by remaining in its ser- 
vice at a rate of wages to which they 
had not given their assent, is one in 
which the committee cannot concur 
and which in tho of: iion of the com- 
mittee Is supporteu uy none of the de- 
cisions cited by the Judge. 


Tho committee feels constrained to 


call attention to the abuses which have 
grown up under the powers assumed 
by Judges of the United States courts 
who appoint receivers for railroad cor- 
porations. The powers exercised by 
courts through receivers are entirely 
of their own creation, the result of 
judicial construction not ascertained 
or limited by the statute and therefore 
dangerous. The committee is of the 
opinion that the cases for which a re- 
ceivership may be ordered in the 
courts of the United States should be 
prescribed by statute, and also that the 
power asserted by the Judges of the 
United States courts to punish for 
contempt is dangerous and should be 
limited by law. While the committee 
finds nothing in the testimony to in- 
dicate a corrupt intention on the part 
of Judge Jenkins, and thinks it pos- 
sible that he was sincere in the convic- 
tion that ne properly exercised the 
equity jurisdiction of the court in en- 
joining the employes of the road from 
quitting work, and, therefore, does not 
recommend impeachment proceedings, 
it does recommend the enactment of a 
statute which would prevent courts 
from rendering such orders or decrees. 


Judge Jenkins will be remembered 


as the man who a3 Judge of the United 
States District Court issued a writ en- 
joining employes 
of the Northern 


Pacific railroad from leaving the em- 
ploy of the company when their wages 
were reduced. He held that the road 
which was in the hands of receivers 
appointed by the court iu which he 
presided, was, by reason of such ap- 
pointment, uuder the immediate juris- 
<>lotion of the United States, and that 
th» ( n iloyea must work for the wages 
alloAoJ by the receivers. If this one- 
sided view of the case was sustained,

United States Courts could fix the 
wages of employes, and the latter 
would be held iu contempt of court for 
refusing to work for such wagea.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—There was a

None of those gentle- 
men who sent their congratulations by 
cable to London ever attended a silver 
conference in the United States, and 
all of them are known as the most pro- 
nounced enemies of silver in the United 
States Senate. 


The silver men of this State and of 


the whole country are in full sympathy 
with the London movement and hope 
the advocates of the double standard 
in England and Europe will agitate the 
question until their efforts are crowned 
with success. Were it not for the agi- 
tation kept up by the silver men in 
Congress and in the Western and 
Southern States, free coinage would 
not be heard of to-day in the halls of 
Congress.

P. Andrews, .Formerly Coiner, De- 


scribes It. 


(Denver News.) 


"If the government should decide to 


remove the Carson City Coinage Mint 
to Denver," said Mr. Robert P. Andrews 
yesterday, "where would they put it? 
The old mint building is totally unfit 
for the purpose, and even if they could 
put the plant in it, the first jar of the 
big coinage machines would tear the 
building all to pieces." 


Mr. Andrews is ex-melter of the 


Denver Mint, and was for 
several 


years melter and refiner in the Carson 
City Mint, and is thoroughly familiar 
with the Nevada plant. 


"The plant there is all right, as good 


as any coinage plant in the counti'y, 
and has a capacity of about $1,000,000 
per month. 
To move it to Denver, 


however, would be a big undertaking. 
In the first place a building would 
have to be constructed purposely for 
it. The machinery is all very heavy in 
the coinage department and it is nec- 
essary to construct the building so that 
it can be operated without jarring the 
building all to pieces. The building in 
Carson is about the size of our Govern- 
ment building here, and each floor 
rests upon heavy granite arches. 


VALUE OF THE BEPINEEY. 


"One of the most important parts of 


a coinage mint is the refinery, and it is 
very heavy, requiring floors capable of 
sustaining heavy weight. The floor of 
the refining rooms of the Carson Mint 
is covered with a quarter of an inch of 
lead. 
Then there are the reducing 


tanks or houses, as they are called, 
made of lead, and the big iron pots for 
boiling and melting. It would take the 
government at least five years to con- 
struct such a building as would be re- 
quired. I don't know of any building 
in Denver now that would anbwer the 
purpose.

probably what would be done in case 
the mint was established here." 


"How many men would be required 


to operate a mint like the Carson 
plant?" 


"The Carson Mint employed about 


one hundred men, and it would take 
about that number here, not less, cer- 
tainly. There is no better location for 
a coinage mint in the United States 
than here, and I should like to see it 
come. But for the jealousy of other 
cities whenever the matter has been 
brought up in Congress, we would 
havs had one here long ago. Some- 
thing should be done with the mint 
here anyhow. The present quarters 
are inadequate for the work required, 
and the force is too small. If the mat- 
ter is taken hold of rightly, I should 
think the coinage might be secured."

The State of Washington purposes 


utilizing the labor of the unemployed 
ia reclaiming arid lands. A dispatch 
from Tacoma says: 


L. C. Dillman, a prominent business 


man of Spokane, ia in the city matur- 
ing a scheme whereby he proposes to 
make a big stroke toward developing 
Central Washington and at the same 
time offer work to all unemployed la- 
borers in the State. The scheme is to 
dig three big irrigation ditches and pay 
their employes their board, clothing 
ind other expenses and the balance of 
the wages in interest-bearing bonds 
secured by lands along the ditches. 
Mr. Dillrnan has two associates, J. M. 
Buckley of Spokane and H. H. Smith 
of Tacoma. They have an option on 
90,000 acres of Northern Pacific railroad 
land in Central Washington and pro- 
pose that the Chambers of Commerce 
of Tacoma, Seattle and Spokane shall 
each appoint one person, the six mak- 
ing u Board of Directors to manage the 
company's affairs. 
The company, if 


organized, is to contract for the pur- 
chase of these 90,000 acres and at onoe 
sell enough on long installments, with 
a small cash payment, to lay ia suffi- 
cient tools and provisions to set the 
men at work. Mr. Dillman says the 
land is to be bought by the company at 
very reasonable rates. He thinks the 
enterprise 13 already assured. One 
ditch will extend from Priest Kapids 
toward Prosser Falls, on the west side 
of the Columbia river, and water 30,000 
acres; the second extends from Wallala 
to Ainswortb, embracing 15,000 acres, 
and the third leaves Snake river near 
Riparia, at the crossing of the Union 
Pacific railroad, and traverses the Eu- 
reka Flat through 45,000 acres.

RAPID STRIDES OF THE EQUAL SUP 


FRAGE MOVEMENT. 


G«t Fa*lilon's Consent— MUa WUlard on •

It would not surprise some of us If at 


the beginning of 1900 every state in the 
Union admitted the justice of equal suf- 
frage and passed laws placing women 
where they belong—on a political equal- 
ity with men. Even the south, still 
cherishing the notion that women are 
exquisite infants, cannot much longer 
remain blind to the advantages to be 
derived from giving fehe ballot to edu- 
cated women. Since the war these ex- 
quisite infants have been forced to earn 
their own living. Contact with the 
seamy 
r ide of the world knocks senti- 


montr'ity ont of women's heads and 
make:- thorn realize the power of the 
ballot. That southern delegates to the 
recent woman's suffrage 
convention 


should havo asked to have the next con- 
vention hold in Atlanta and should have 
gained tho victory over all rivals is a 
significant straw. I predict that the At- 
lanta convention will make more con- 
verts than any one convention ever yet 
made, and that when southern women 
go into politics their earnestness and 
enthusiasm will be unparalleled. 


Whether New York heeds a petition 


signed by 1,000,000 women to be pre- 
sented to the legislature some months 
hence is not sure, but certain it is the.t 
the moat brazen politicians cannot mucJi 
longer deny the outrage to American 
born women of taxation without repre- 
sentation, while newly arrived immi- 
grants without a dollar's interest in the 
country and less than a dollar's knowl- 
i-a - of our language march to the polls 
.•mil say how tho unrepresented shall be 
taxed, Tho scandals of tho ballot box 
are so many and so unrepublican as to 
make the advent of woman a foregone 
conclusion. Massachusetts has at last 
given up the contest, and her 60,000 
women majority can hereafter exercise 
municipal suffrage. On them has fallen 
a tremendous responsibility, and it bo- 
hooves them to give the rest of the coun- 
try an intelligent object lesson. 


Republican institutions have practi- 


cally broken down in our cities. Let the 
housekeepers of the nation come to the 
rescue. If with the ballot in their hands 
women permit the old evils to go on 
undiminishecl, it will prove the truth of 
an eminent congressman's reply when- 
ever asked whether he believes in wom- 
an suffrage: "Of course lam a howling 
suffragan. I believo in tho equality of 
the sexes, and you can't have equality 
without equal suffrage. 
If you ask me 


whether the millennium will arrive 
when women vote, then I answer no. 
Women need suffrage to complete their 
education, but the Lord help the coun- 
try while they are being educated!" 


May tho women of Massachusetts dis- 


appoint ono of their best friends by 
demonstrating that their education is al- 
ready completed and that they are pro- 
pared to clean out tho Augoan stables!— 
Kato Field's Washington. 


Get Fashion's Consent. 


All advocates of dress reform agree 


that it must bo made fashionable before 
it can become popular. And it looks 
now as if woman's suffrage was to profit 
by tho saino principle. The open book 
at Sherry's is receiving signatures rap- 
idly, and talks in Fifth avenue drawing 
rooms are furthering tho causo at a 
wonderful rate. At one of these talks 
tho other afternoon Mrs. C. A. Runkle, 
a representative woman of tho very best 
social life of the city, answered before a 
largo gathering of women some of tho 
most common objections to tho woman 
suffrage question. 


Mrs. 
Runklo took up the points often 


raised that voting would unsex women; 
that going to tho polls would be a most 
disagreeable experience, because of the 
rough element to be encountered; that 
voting women would quarrel with their 
husbands and the rest, which seem al- 
most too absurd to be stated and yet 
which are arrayed as valid arguments 
against the movement very frequently. 


In the speaker's hands these questions 


seemed more than puerile and were 
quickly and (v-v ''vively disposed of. 
As to tho v- •"<} whether women could 
fight if v—'• \vero proclaimed, this ap- 
peared to iiirs. Runkle almost too ridic- 
ulous to consider. By voting woman did 
not propose to enter the battlefield any 
more than she would think of usurping 
men's other arduous dntiea 


following Mrs. Runkle, Mrs. Mont- 


gomery, a graduate from Wellesley, 
made an address. This speaker claimed 
that tho time was ripe for suffrage; that 
theoretically it was right, from a logical 
and philosophical point it was right, and 
in accordance with the laws of evolution 
it was right. Being sure the theory is 
right and having it demonstrated in 
practice leaves nothing to do or say. 
Woman has reached a point that calls 
for this step, and as she has not lost her 
femininity in her progress, nor has her 
physical or mental caliber suffered by 
her pioneering in various fields, it can 
hardly be possible she will be the loser 
by thinking and acting polities,—New 
York Times.
